DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-19 are, drawn to a method for increasing the proliferation of dermal 
papilla cells in hair follicles or method for reducing or preventing hair loss in an 
individual at risk for hair loss or a method for stimulating hair growth in an 
individual suffering from hair loss comprising applying a follicle stimulating 
effective amount of creatine compound classified in class 424, subclass 70.1. 

II. Claims 20-22 are, drawn to a topical composition for application to hair or scalp 
comprising applying a follicle stimulating effective amount of a creatine 
compound and/or NADH combined with at least one energy increasing compound 
selected from the group consisting of adenosine, AMP, ADP, ATP, oxaloacetic 
acid, and carnitine and derivatives thereof, classified in class 424, subclass 70.1 
and class 514 subclass 1+ depending on energy increasing compound. 

III. Claims 23-24 are, drawn to a method for stimulating hair growth or method for 
preventing hair loss applying composition of claim 20, classified in class 424, 
subclass 70.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and III are directed to related distinct method of uses. The related inventions 
are distinct if the (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have 
a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the inventions do not 
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overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as claimed are not obvious 
variants. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions as claimed do not overlap in 
scope and they are mutually exclusive since group I has only creatine compound and group II has 
combination of creatine and NADH and combined with at least one energy increasing 
compound. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter 
and there is nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be 
shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the 
product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product 
as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that product. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(h). In the instant case the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced 
with another materially different product, which is using creatine alone evidenced by applicants. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the 
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inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species . 
The species are: 

1 . Creatine 

2. Creatine phosphate 

3. Cyclocreatine. 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the 
mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious 
variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1, 4-5 and 8-22 are generic. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species due to 
their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of search (e.g., 
searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search 
queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would not likely be applicable to another 
species; and/or the species are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected species, including 
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any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

The election of the species may be made with or without traverse. To preserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse.

1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
